From the frantic call of a 
parent who just found their baby not breathing, to a motorist injured in an accident on a strange 
roadway, telecommunicators are the life link to thousands of people each day. These dedicated 
people must be the calm, reassuring voice that ensures that help is but that call away. All too often 
however, intense emotions and other damaging stress reactions are caused by visual images 
brought on by events never seen and the vicarious traumatization that comes with helping others. 
These stress reactions can, and often do, take a toll on even the most seasoned telecommunicator.

This is a classroom based combat-confrontation avoidance course based upon the L.O.C.K.U.P. ® 
System. It teaches within a classroom setting how to recognize aggression and to not stimulate 
aggression. Students will learn evidence based Active Diffusion Strategies that can avoid or resolve 
interactions by employing tactical de-escalation techniques, con-flict resolution methods and distraction 
techniques that promote success-ful tactical applications. The course also discusses tactical responses 
when diffusion tactics are inappropriate or ineffective. This program teaches of-ficers how professional 
communication can reduce civilian complaints as well as civil litigation. Instruction uses lectures and 
demonstrations to fa-cilitate learning and retention.

■ Understanding the principals of risk management for officer safety 

■ Identifying indications of hostility through body language 

■ Understand police “customer service” methods that yield positive rela-tions 

■ Identify professional benefits of active diffusion strategies

■ Learn to use cognitive limitations for active diffusion 

■ Learn methods to re-direct the thought process through positive direc-tion 

■ Learn the importance of professional posturing 

■ Identity different communications styles with appropriate response tactics 

■ Learn methods of motivational interviewing skills 

■ Learn methods of distraction to obtain tactical advantages 

■ Learn communication and physical strategies to de-escalate situations 

■ Learn how to avoid communications that may be negative 

■ Learn how active strategies blend with a total law enforcement presentation.

In law enforcement, officers frequently face many dynamic situations that often 
impact public trust in law enforcement. Unethical decisions made by law enforcement officials can very 
easily undermine that trust.

• Explain different management strategies.

3. Statement evidence - the suspect’s statement, such as “I did it because..

Evidence (particularly physical evidence) can be equally powerful whether it is consistent or inconsistent with the 
rest of the case. However, the most crucial of these three methods is statement evidence.

A Threat Liaison Officer (TLO) is any peace officer, firefighter, emergency manager, EMS provider, 
federal agent, military investigative/intelligence personnel, or anyone in the public/private sector 
working closely with the public safety/homeland security community, who has been properly certified by 
the Minnesota Fusion Center. 

Mission Statement: 

The mission of a TLO is to serve as a conduit of all-hazard information between the MN Fusion Center 
and members of the public safety community, public/private sector, and federal agencies. 

Certification Process: 

A. The prospective TLO must: Obtain approval from his/her unit commander or designee to participate 
in the program. 

B. Complete the appropriate Minnesota BCA Fusion Center, POST certified TLO course. 

Primary Duties and Responsibilities: 

1. “Share Information!” Coordinate all-crimes, all-threats and all-hazards information between their local 
agencies to the MN Fusion Center. The TLO is responsible for verifying that all agency personnel, with 
whom they share law enforcement sensitive information, have a valid need and right to know. 

2. To help their agency’s staffs identify and report legally obtained suspicious activity that may reveal a 
nexus to criminal activity and/or terrorism with the MN Fusion Center. 

3. To be able to identify possible crime trends within their jurisdiction and seek help from the Minnesota 
Fusion Center to further examine those crime trends and work together on solutions. 

4. Serve as the point-of-contact within their agencies for questions and information regarding 
terrorism/criminal information, terrorism/criminal-related suspicious activity reports, tips, leads and other 
all-hazard incidents. 

5. The TLO position is a collateral duty. The TLO shall not independently investigate suspicious 
activity reports, tips or leads unless it is within their departmental duties to do so. 

6. To maintain a working relationship with the Minnesota Fusion Center, to help facilitate the movement 
of terror/criminal related information to and from appropriate personnel..
